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YOUNG BOY DIES 
IN OAKLAND CITY 
POOL ON SUNDAY 


Boy Had Probably Been 

Under Water for Twenty 
‘ Minutes When Swimmer 
- Touches Body. 


BODY OF BOY RUSHED 
TO GENERAL EO :iTAL 


Army Physicians Work 
for Thirty Minutes in 
Vain Attempt to Save 
Life—Acute Indigestion 
May Have Caused the 
Tragedy. 


With hundreds of spectators and 
scores of swimmers near the large 
pool at Oakland city, Eugene Guf- 
fin, 11 years old, of East Point, 
was drowned early Sunday after- 
noon. No one saw the boy go down 
and he had not been missed by his 
comrades, until one of the swim- 
mers accidentally touched his body 
while swimming under the water. 

It is believed that the boy had 
been under the water for fully 
twenty minutes, before the alarm 
was given. Some young swimmer 
whose name has not been learned 
swam against the body, and imme- 
diately notified the life-saver. The 
alarm was given and the pool was 
cleared. Only a few expert swim- 
mers were allowed to dive after 
the body. 

 Bedy Brought te Surface. 

Within a few minutes the body 
was brought to the surface by 
Christian Terrell, of East Point, and 
rushed to the base hospital at Fort 
McPherson. For fully thirty min- 
utes severa] army physicians made 
every effor to revive young Guf- 
fin. They soon realized, however, 
that their efforts were useless, 

Army physicians said that’ the 
boy was probably seized with an 
attack of acute indigestion while 
under the water and was unable to 
bring himself to the surface. It 
was also stated that entering the 
water too early after dinner might 
have caused cramp. 

When the police blew the distress 
whistles it was about 3:45 o’clock, 
and immediately the search began. 
For fully 15 minutes the expert 
swimmers made futile efforts to lo- 
cate the body, and were on the point 
of sending for grappling hooks when 
Terrell found the body. 

Great crowds had gathered on the 
banks where the swimmers were 
diving. However, when the body 
was brought ashore, they were 
pushed back by the police, and the 
work of resuscitation began. As 
there was no pulmoter at the pool, 
the body was placed into an auto- 
mobile and rushed to Fort Mc- 
Pherson. 

| Goes to Swimming Pool, 

Young Guffin was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. R. E. Guffin, of 513 Taylor 
street. Mr. Guffin is well known 
in Atlanta, having been connected 
with the registry department at the 
local postoffice for several years. 

The body was removed to the 
chapel of A. C. Hemperley at East 
Point, pending funeral arrange- 
ments. 

This was the first fatality to oc- 
cur in any public swimming pool 
since they were opened May 31. 
The Oakland City pool was opened 
two years ago, and is next to the 
largest in the city. This was the 
first person to meet death in this 
pool since it was opened to the 
public. : 

Coroner Paul Donehoo aws no- 
tified and an inquest will be held 
over the body Monday morning at 11 
o'clock.

Washington, June 22.—Senate 
leaders opposing the league of na- 
tions abandoned today their plan to 
try for a test vote in the immediate 
future on the Knox resolution, and 
turned their attention to crystalliz- 
ing sentiment behind Elihu Root’s

The decision was taken as a fore- 
cast that the league fight would 
remain in @ quiescent state during 
the coming week and probably un- 
til the treaty is submitted for rati- 
fication about two weeks hence. 
There may be some debate on the 
subject and possibly an attempt to 
get action on a substitute for the 
Knox measure, but in the main the 
opposition efforts seem certain 
from now on to center on the final 
ratification fight itself. ee 

Statement by Lodge. . 

Republican Leader Lodge, in a 
statement tonight announcing that 
the Knox resolution would not be 
called up tomorrow, said the de- 
cision had been prompted by a de- 
sire to give undivided senate atten- 
tion to pressing appropriation bills. 
Other league.opponents are known 
to feel also that action now would 
be inappropriate since the resolu- 
tion, introduced two weeks ago by 
Senator Knox, republican, of Penn- 
Sylvania, was designed principally 
to request a provision in the peace 
treaty by which the senate could 
ratify the document and still re- 
serve judgment on the league. 

“I am very strongly in favor of 
the Knox resolution,” said Senator 
Lodge in his statement. “I think 
the lemgue and the peace with Ger- 
many ought not to be interlocked. 
We ought to be able to ratify the 
peace with Germany at once and 
then give the proper discussion to 
the covenant of the league of na- 
tions which involves the entire fu- 
ture of the country. 

“I should like to bring the Knox 
resolution to a vote at once, but 
after consultation with Senator 
Knox. this afternoon I have come 
to the conclusion that in the pres- 
ent situation of the appropriation 
bills, and especially the army bill 
now before the senate, we ought 
not to press the Knox resolution at 
this moment because it will lead 
to debate and nothing should be 
allowed to interfere with the pas- 
sage of the appropriation bills be- 
fore July 1. We propose to pass 
them before that date and shall sit 
night and day if necessary to do it. 

Resolved to Amend Lengue. 

“I am more willing to accept this 
postponement because the resolu- 
tion is growing. stronger daily and 
the absolute necessity of amending 
the league if it is to be made safe 
for the United States and for the 
cause of peace, has just been fresh- 
ly demonstrated in Senator Root’s 
letter with extraordinary force.” 

Despite Mr. Lodge's inference that 
the resolution might be taken up 
later, the general feeling was that 
with today’s decision the measure 
passed into history. Besides the 
separation proposal it contained sev- 
eral decelarations known to be ob- 
jectionable to some league oppo- 
nents and the question of what 
should be done with it has been a 
source of many animated confer- 
ences. The prediction most com- 
monly heard tonight was that if it 
ever were revived its friends would 
modify it in several respects. 

Hitchcock Not Surprised. 

League supporters have main- 
tained all along that they had suf- 
ficient votes to defeat the resolu- 
tion and Senator Hitchcock, senior 
democrat of the foreign relations 
committee, said tonight he never 
had expected that the measure would 
be brought to a roll call. 

“I am not at all surprised,” said 
Mr. Hitchcock, “at the disastrous 
failure of the Knox resolution. It 
has disappointed its friends and di- 
vided the republican party.” 

There still is considerable senti- 
ment among league opponents for 
a resolution to declare the war at 
an end in order tO remove from the 
senate the onus of continuing war 
conditions while ratification of the 
treaty is delayed. tI is understood, 
however, that the idetiders will op- 
j pose any such step for the present. 


PERMANS PRAISED 
FOR SINKING SHIPS 


“What Real Sailors 
Should Have Done,” 
Says London Public. 
Naval Expert Pollen 
Says Sinking Followed 
Policy of German Navy.

London, June 22.—Arthur H. Pol- 
len, the naval expert, in the Weekly 
Dispatch says: 

“In scuttling their ships the Ger- 
mans have only maintained the spir- 
it of their navy, shown throughout 
the war which was never to sur- 
render. In the battle off the Falk- 
land Islands they scuttled the Leip- 
zig, Gneiseau and Nuremberg sooner 
than allow them to be captured. 
At the Jutland battle they scuttled 
the Lutzow, although more than one 
hundred wounded were aboard. The 
most astounding thing is that dur- 
ing the war we only captured a 
single German warship and five 
small submarines. It is very well 
known to the British navy that the 
policy of the German navy is that 
everybody must go down rather 
than surrender. They probably at 
Scapa Flow opened the Kingston 
valves and bored holes in the bot- 
toms of the warships in which case 
they would sink in 2 or 3 hours, 
and once they started to fill noth- 
ing could keep them afloat.” 

‘‘Not Bad for Fritz.” 

The British public takes the sink- 
ing of the German warships in the 
early hours Saturday by the German 
officers and men who had been re- 
tained on each ship with charac- 
teristic spirit. 

“Not bad for Fritz,” said one. An- 
other remarked, “What real sailors 
should have done.” 

The British admiralty views the 
incident in a different light, and, 
after acknowledging certain ships 
had been scuttled, added, ‘‘the crews 
will be dteained in safe custody.” 

The German fleet at Scapa con- 
sisted of five battle cruisers, ten 


battleships, seven light cruisers and 
fifty destroyers. 


SINKING OF SHIPS 
REMOVES DIFFICULTY. 

London, June 22.—With regard to 
the sinking of the German warships 
in the Scapa Flow, The Sunday Ob- 
server says that while naval opin- 
ion at Portsmouth holds it would 


ish guards on the German ships, 
their sinking may be considered as 
removing a difficulty which might 
have led to heartburning among the 
allies concerning their disposition. 
The German skeleton crews were 
relieved monthly and returned to 
Germany. They were fed only such 
provisions as they would have ob- 
tained in their own country. 
Admiral Sir Cyprian Bridge, re- 


tired, former director of the intel- 
ligence department, interviewed by 
The Weekly Dispatch with regard 
to the sinking, said: 

“It is a bremch of the armistice 
and, therefore, almost tantamount 
to a new act of war, but at this 
juncture it appears to mean that 
the Germans intend to sign the 
peace trezty. It looks like a plan 
agreed upon in Berlin.” 

Armistice Commission Blamed. 

Commander Kenworthy, Mm We 
told The Dispatch he did not think 
the sinkings were carried out by 
order of the German government, 
but were engineered by a few hot- 
heads sick of existence at Scapa 
Flow. 

“The admiralty or the admiral in 
charge,” he said, “cannot be blamed. 
Rather the armistice commission is 
to be censured for not putting Brit- 
ish crews aboard, but we gre well 
tas of the ships, which were obso- 
ete. 

The political correspondent of The 
Sunday Times commenting on the 
news from Scapa Flow says that 
the sole topic in London was gen- 
eral amazement that nothing ap- 
parently had been done to safe- 
guard the ships against the possi- 
bility of such destruction. 

“The fact that the presence of 
British guards was absolutely pre- 
cluded by the armistice should have 
necessitated outside observation,” 
he adds. “The public will want to 
know }ow the German commanders 
were allowed the free intercourse 
necesse-y for concerted action.” 

Destruction Predicted. 

An articlein The Disvatch recalls 
that a writerin an evening paper re- 
cently practically prophesied the de- 
struction of the German ships. This 
writer emphasized the ease of se- 
creting demolition charges in a mod- 
ern warship, adding, “many people 
in the navy believe that the ships 
left Germany with dynamite charges 
already in position, and that when

One American Killed, 
Several Wounded and 
Two Captured in Siberia. 
Bolsheviki Trying to 
Destroy Railroad.

Kellerman, of Chicago, was killed 
and C. H. Batcheler, of Kansas 
City, and Chester Burt, of Antigo, 
Wis., “-were captured in a fight be- 
tween 25 troops and 200 Bolsheviki 
June 12, 100 miles to the north of 
Viadivostok. 

Burt later was released, having 
been given ae note saying that 
Batcheler would be freed only upon 
the release of all Bolshevik prison- 
érs. Burt said Batcheler was being 
well treated. 

News of the death in action of the 
first American in Siberia was re- 
ceived at headquarters June 13, but 
a few hours later communication 
with American detachments was 
broken when the Bolsheviki at- 
tacked the Japanese sector at Ni- 
kolsk and Spaskoie, where the rails 
of the railway were loosened and 
the wires cut. 

Protecting Railroad. 

Communication was re-established 
June 18, but there have been no re- 
ports from the Americans except 
news brought by a Japanese courier 
that the Japanese and American 
troops were making a determined 
effort to prevent the 
from destroying the railroad.

LEAGUE WILL END WAR 
DECLARES FilTCHGUGK 


Washington, June 22.—Prediction 
that if the United States enters the 
proposed league of nations and ac- 
cepts the obligations to guarantee 
the political and territorial integ- 
rity of member nations, as provided 
in article X, it never again will be 
under the necessity of mobilizing 
a great army, was made by Senator 
Hitchcock, of Nebraska, ranking 
democratic member of the senate 
foreign relations com&mittee, speak- 
ing here today at vesper services 
conducted under the auspices of the 
war camp community service. 

Senator Hitchcok declared that 
“the compelling argument” of the 
boycott and blockade powers which 
would be vested inthe league against 
which “no nation could survive a 
single month” would make unlikely 
in any case the necessity for the use 
of concerted military force to com- 
pel observance of the league’s cov- 
enants. He als said the provision 
obligating member nations to defer 
military action during an arbitral 
period of nine months wuould in it- 
self prevent war in practically all 


cases. 

The Monroe doctrine, Mr. Hitch- 
cock maintained, was not contro- 
verted but given world-wide appli- 
cation under the provisions of the 
league. What the United States 
had achieved by it for America, he 
said, “forty nations could do for 
the world.” 


IRIOH PRESIDENT SEEKS

New York, June 22.—Eamonn de 
Valera, “president of the Irish re- 
public,” is in New York, his native 
city, according to an announcement 
made tonight by Harry J. Boland, 
secretary of the Sinn Fein party and 
member of parliament. Mr. Boland 
gave out a lengthy statement, ex- 
plaining in detail political develop- 
ments in Ireland and including a bij- 
ographical sketch of his chief. The 
statement said that one of the prin- 
cipal reasons of Mr. De Valera’s 
visit to the United States was to 
float a bond issue, “which will start 
the new republic on a financial plan 
equalled by few and excelled by 
none.”

Communications from the Ger- 
mans to the council of four, relat- 
ing to the vote of the assembly at 
Weimar, reached President Wilson 
at 7:45 o’clock this evening and 
were considered by the council.

It is not known what the reserva- 
tions are, beyond a declination to 
admit the guilt of Germany in 
starting the war and to give up the 
former emperor for trial. 

The council of four has definitely 
rejected the German suggestion 
that further alterations be made in 
the peace treaty. 

The council received four notes 
from the Germans, which are sup- 
posed to have been prepared in ad- 
vance, and were heldto await ad- 
vices from Weimar on the result 
of the meeting of the assembly. 
President Wilson went at once to 
the residence of Premier Lloyd- 
George, where the council took up 
consideration of the notes. 

One of these, from the new Ger- 
man government, declared that 
Germany was ready to sign peace 
if the clauses making Germany re- 
sponsible for the war and calling 
for the trial of the former emperor 
were eliminated. 

The council of four remained in 
session until 8 o’clock in the eve- 
ning, and then adjourned for din- 
ner. The council met again at 9 
o’clock and, after briet further con- 
sideration, took its decision to re- 
ject the German request. 


PROTOCOL ADDED 
TO PEACE TREATY. 


Paris, June 22.—A protocol to be 
added to the peace treaty, explana- 
tory of the six points raised by the 
Germans, reads: 

“Firstly—A commission will be 
named by the allied and associated 
governments to supervise the de- 
molition of the fortifications of Hel- 
goland in conformity with the 
treaty. This commission will be em- 
powered to decide what part of the 
constructions protecting the coast 
from erosion should be preserved, 
and what part demolished. 

“Secondly—The sums which Ger-

“Fourthly—The commission on 
reparations, provided for by article 
240 and paragraph two, three and 
four, of annex four, cannot exact 
divulgence of secrets of manufacture 
or confidential information. 

“Fifthly—From the signature of 
peace and in the four months fol- 
lowitmg, Germany will have an op- 
portunity of presenting for the ex- 
amination of the powers documents 
and propositions, with a view to 
hastening the work relating to rep- 
arations, thus shortening the inves- 
tigation and hastening decisions. 

“Sixthly—Prosecutions will be ex- 
ercised against those committing 
criminal acts in connection with the 
liquidation of German property, and 
the powers will receive any infor- 
mation and proofs that the German 
government shall be in position to 
supply on this subject.” 

Germany and the League. 

In the allied reply to the Ger- 
mans on the six other points raised 
by them, the most interesting ques- 
tion dealt with concerns Germany's 
admission to the league of nations. 
The reply denies the German decla- 
ration that the terms of the treaty 
with regard to the league are con- 
tradictory, saying the paragraphs 
mentioned by the Germans are com- 
pleentary. 

It says the covenant of the league 
of nations declares that members of 


the league shall take the necessary 


steps to assure and guarantee the 
maintenance of liberty of communi- 
cation and transit and also equitable 
commercial treatment of all mem- 
bers. 

“Germany, when admitted to the 
society,’ the reply says, ‘“‘will share 
in the benefits of these stipulations 
with other countries, ‘Nevertheless, 
during the period of transition fol- 
lowing peace it is necessary to take 
into account the special conditions 
which are laid down on page 42 of 
the memorandum. The obligations 
imposed on Germany: are therein 
shown to have the character of rep-

Gallery of Mirrors at Ver- 
sailles Receives Final 
Furnishings for Historic 
Ceremony. 


Versailles, June 22.~-Arrange- 
ments already have begun to take 
shape at Versailles for the signing 
of the peace treaty. Orders have 
been given to have everything in 
readiness Tuesday, although the cere- 
mony, according to the Havas agen- 
cy, is not likely to occur before 
Thursday, at the earliest. 

The famous Gallery of Mirrors has 
received its final furnishings. The 
carpets have been laid and the or- 
namental table, with its eighteenth 
century gilt and bronze decorations, 
has been placed in position on the 
dais, where the plenipotentiaries 
will be seated. 

There will be room for four ‘hun- 
dred persons at the historic session. 
They will be given places in the 
left wing of Hall of Mirrors, while 
the right wing will be occupied by 
about ..c same number of press rep- 
resentatives. Sixty seats have been 
allotted to the French press, 

The program of arrangements, as 
far as they have been settled, were 


today. The court of honor has been 
cleared of captured guns. Three 
regiments of infantry and five of 
cavalry will be on duty at the time 
of the signing of the treaty. Re- 
publican guards, in gala uniforms, 
will render the honors. They will be 
stationed on the grand staircase by 
which the plenipotentiaries enter 
the hall. 

According to the Havas agency 
diplomatic relatinens with Germany 
will not be resumed immediately on 
the signing of the treaty, but only 


after its ratification. This also ap- 
plies to the admission of German 
subjects into France. 

Fronting Clemenceau’s_ presiden- 
tial chair will be placed a small 
table on which the diplomatic in- 
struments will be laid. It will be 
to this table that each represcli'u- 
tive is called in alphabetical order 
to sign his name to the treaty and 
affix to it his government seal. As 
there are 100 delegates, the cere- 
mony is expected to take at least 
ninety minutes, 

It is as yet uncertain whether M. 
Clemenceau will make a speech. It 
is considered as not unlikely that 
the Germans will raise a last pro- 
test at the moment of signing.

Weimar, June 22.—Germany  ac- 
quired a new cabinet only after 
nearly a week of literal sweating in 
blazing Weimar weather. The sign- 
ing of the peace terms naturally 
was the only question around which 
the cabinet construction hinged, 
and the government which went on 
record as considering the terms un- 
acceptable, found a surprising fol- 
lowing behind them. 

The first party ballots, however, 
seemed to make the signing of the 
treaty inevitable, for the powerful 
majority socialist party voted two- 
third for ending the suspense.

Gooseberries are a popular fruit 
in the British Isles. The gardeners 
show many splendid varieties, with 
many kinds of coloring, white, 
green, yellow and red; these are 
plentiful at the green grocers’ stalls. 

The skin of the wild gooseberry 
is hairy or prickly. This disappears 
with cultivation. This fruit is a 
member of the currant family. It 
may be canned without sugar, 
canned in a heavy sirup or made 
into preserves, jams or jellies. . 

Put up some gooseberries without 
sugar and serve them with the 
Thanksgiving and Christmas turkey 
in place of cranberries, if you want 


a real treat.

Four cups of sugar. 

One and one-half cups of water. 

Bring to a boil and cook for five 
minutes. Fill the jars to overflow- 
ing and then wipe the top, adjust 
the rubber lid, and partially tighten 
the lid. Place in a hot water bath 
and process for thirty-five minutes. 
Remove, seal securely and store in 
a cool, dry place. 


Gooseberry Conserve. 


Stem and tail three quarts of 
Sooseberries, and then place in a 
saucepan and add 

Two pounds of sugar. 

One cup of boiling water. 

Heat slowly to the boiling point, 
and then cook until thick. Fill into 
sterilized jars, wipe the tops, and 
then adjust the rubber and lid. Par- 
tially tighten the lid and then 
process for twenty minutes in a hot 
water bath. Remove, seal securely, 
and then cool and store. 


Gooseberry Jelly. 


Place two quarts of gooseberries 
in a preserving kettle and add two 
cups of water. Cook slowly until 
very soft, and then turn into a jelly 
bag and let drain. Now make the 
pectni test. Place one tablespoon of 
alcohol,gand one tablespoon of the 
hot gooseberry juice ina cup and 
stir. If it forms thick jelly-like 
mass this juice will make a good 
jelly. If the result does not show 
as you desire then add sufficient 
white pithy part of the peel of an 
orange to give the desired result. 

Then measure the juice back into 
the preserving kettle and bring to a 
boil. Cook for five minutes and then 
add seven-eighths of a cup of sugar 
for each cup of juice. Stir until the 
juice and sugar dissolve, and then 
bring to a boil and cook until 221 
degrees Fahrenheit is reached on a 
eandy thermometer; or boil for 
about ten minutes. Store in the 
usual manner for jellies. 

How to Make English Bar le-Duc. 

Use small gooseberries, stem and 
then _ tail. Prepare a sufficient 
amount of juice, using the method 
as given in making goosebrry jelly, 
to measure one quart. Place this 
juice in a preserving kettle and add 
six cups of sugar. Stir to dissolve 
the sugar and then bring to a boil, 
and add one quart of the smallest 
prepared gooseberries. Cook slowly 
until thick like jam. Fill into 
sterilized glass. Cool, and then 
cover with paraffine and store in 
the usual manner. 

To prepare the gooseberries each 
must be pricked several times with 
a darning needle to prevent bursting 
in the hot sirup. This conserye 
should be a clear, transparent mix- 
ture, with each berry showing dis- 
tinctly. 

Gooseberry and Raspberry Preserve. 

Stem an tail one quart of goose- 
berries, and then wash and drain 
well. Place in a preserving kettle, 
and then carefully look over and 
wash three baskets of raspberries. 
Place in a preserving kettle and 
add 

One cup of water. 

Two pounds of sugar. 

Cook slowly until thick and then 
fill into sterilized jars. Wipe the 
tops of the jars, and then adjust the 
rubber ad lid. Partially tighten the 
lids and then process in a hot water 
bath for twenty minutes. Seal se- 
ecurely and when cool store in the 
usual manner. 

Gooseberry and Cherry Jam. 

Stone two pounds of cherries, and 
then stem and tail one quart of 
large gooseberries. Place in a pre- 
serving kettle and add 

One and one-half cups of water. 

Three pounds of sugar.

glasses and seal in the usual manner 
for jellies. 
Gooseberry Juice for Punches. 

Stem and tail the berries, and then 
wash well. Now place six baskets 
of gooseberries: in the preserving 
kettle and fill with water to within 
one inch of the top of the berries. 
Bring to a boil and cook slowly, 
mashing the berries with a potato 
masher. This must be stirred fre- 
quently to prevent the crushed fruit 
from scorching in the bottom of the 
preserving kettle. When the fruit is 
very soft turn into a jelly bag and 
let drip over night. In the morning 
add just enough sugar to make this 
juice palatable. Be careful and don't 
oversweeten. Bring to a boil and 
cook for ten minutes, and then cool. 
Fill into bottle and place the bot- 
tlesina hot water bath. Process for 
thirty minutes. Remove, and then 
seal or cork, If you use corks when 
the bottles are cold, dip them in 
melted paraffine. 

Note—Many old-fashioned house- 
wives are inquiring the reason for 
the processing in hot water baths of 
fruits that are cooked thick, like 
preserves and conserves. This is 
doe +~ ~revent molding. Under the 
old regime the housewife found upon 
opening her preserves and conserves 
that when they were stored in fruit 
jars that they were frquently mold- 
ing on top, and that often as much 
as one or two inches of the contents 
of the top of the jar had to be 
thrown away. 

Now the manufacturer of pre- 
serves and conserves sterHizes them 
when he puts them into tall contain- 
ers like jars. You know that there 
is not the least bit of mold in his 
product, and therefore no less of 
good material. 

When bottling fruit juice this is 
also necessary. It prevents’ the 
juice from fermenting after storing. 
If you use corks for closing the tops 
of the bottles, then place them to 
soak in boiling water for one hour. 
When ready to use them tap them 
gently into the bottle, using a little 
wooden mallet or the potato masher. 
This prevents the cork from break- 
ing. When cool dip the tops of bot- 
tles in melted paraffine, and you 
will find that your product. will 
compare favorabl]v with the highest 
grade goods on the market.

After-War Problems Will 
Be Considered Here 
Thursday — Will Seek 
Substitute for the Sa- 
loon. “<2 


With the approval of Bishop 
Henry J. Mikell, the diocesan con- 
ference to be held at St. Philip’s 
cathedral on Thursday, June 26, 
will be maae a regional conference 
for the discussion of the nation- 
wide campaign of the Episcopal 
church. Delegates will be present 
from the dioceses of Atlanta, Geor- 
gia, Florida, South Carolina and 
Tennessee. The call for the con- 
ference was sent by the Rev. Rob- 
ert S. Gibson, of Macon, with the 
authorization of the Rev. Robert W. 
Patton, secretary of the Province 
of Sewanee and national director of 
the nation-wide campaign. There 
will be three sessions of the con- 
ference on Thursday. 

Forty-one dioceses are complete- 
ly organized for the nation-wide 
campaign, and chairmen have been 
appointed by the. bishops of twenty- 
two other dioceses. Additions to 
this list are being made daily, ac- 
cording to a statement by Dr. Pat- 
ton, in which he says: 

Purpose of Campaign. 
“The purpose of the nation-wide 


.campaign is to deepen and quicken 


the spiritual life of the whole 
church, and to place before the 
church such a program of its work 
as will adequately present the 
needs of the present critical situa- 
tion and call forth from the whole 
church a response 
with those needs. To accomplish in 
an effective and accurate way these 
ends every general board, provin- 
cial, diocesan and parochial agency 
will be asked to submit full sur- 
veys of its present condition, its 
needs and its contemplated plans 
to meet the new situation follow- 
ing the war.” 

Dr. Patton lays emphasis on the 
point that the nation-wide cam- 
paign of the Episcopal church is in 
no way merely a “drive” for so 
much money. 

“Large increases in gifts for the 
parish, for the diocese and for gen- 
eral missions have indeed resulted 
from previous campaigns operated 
on a smaller scale. In many cases 
there have been remarkable finan- 
cial results. But I 
in every case the clergy and the 
laity would say that the chief gain 
was spiritual and educational.” 

Substitute for Saloon. 

The nation-wide campaign seeks 
to apply the resources of the Epis- 
copal church to the after-the-war 
problems, immigration, the rural 
church and especially to the search 
for a substitute for the saloon ip 
those sections of the country 
which have not already found their 
own substitutes because they have 
not been forced to do so. Seventy- 
seven bishops of the church have 
promised their co-operation in a 
campaign which has these objects. 

The program of the conference 
calls for an explanation ofthe con- 
ception and purpose of the campaign 
by Bishop Mikell; a statement re- 
garding the survey upon which the 
campaign is to be based, by Mr. 
Gibson: and other’ statements by 
Bishop Frederick Focke Reese of 
Georgia and Mrs. Cc. L. Pettigrew 
of Atlanta, president of the dioce- 
san branch of the Woman's Auxil- 
iary.

Atlanta Druggists Will 
Formulate Plans to Op- 
pose Sumptuary Law 
Against Sale of Ready- 
Made Medicines. 


With the belief that legislation of 
a drastic character, looking to pre- 
vention or restriction of the sale of 
ready-made medicines, will certain- 
ly be sought, the attention of Geor- 
gia druggists is focussed on the 
state legislature which meets in 
regular session next Wednesday. 

The druggists of what is termed 
“the Atlanta district,” in response 
to a call issued by a number of 
prominent druggists here, will meet 
at 10 o’clock this morning in the 
chamber of commerce, to discuss the 
Situation and formulate plans of ac- 
tion. This meeting will include the 
druggists within a radius of fifty 
miles of Atlanta, 

According to recent press state- 
ments, the Georgia Medical associa- 
tion, a branch of the American 
Medical association, will seek the 
enactment of a law which will com- 
pel all proprietary medicine con- 
cerns to file copies of their formu- 
la with two physicians and a state- 
house official to be designated by 
the government. It is proposed that 
this commission of three shall pass 


upon the merits of 
and that upon its dictum will de- 
pend whether the preparation may 
be sold in Georgia. 

Statement From Druggists. 

The committee of Atlanta drug- 
gists signing the call on Saturday 
gave out the following statement: 

“Legislation of this character 
would be unjust to manufacturers 
as well as to retailers. 
that, it would work a severe hard- 
ship on the public. The manutac- 
turer’s formula is a vital element 
of his business. He is protected in 
the use of it by federal statutes 
which are fully adequate for the 
protection of the public interests. 

“The assumption that the doctors 
are better qualified than the ex- 
pert pharmacists who are engaged 
in the drug business in this state 
to pass upon the merits of ready- 
made medicines is wholly without 
warrant of reason or good sense. 
The obvious purpose of such legis- 
lation is not to regulate the sale 
of ready-made medicines, but rath- 
er to restrict or prohibit entirely 
their manufacture and sale, irre- 
spective of their remedial value. in 
view of the well-known opposit'un 
of a certain medical element to the 
sale of any and all medicines direct 
to th eusers, the druggists know 
very well that there will be little 
chance left for such preparations if 
it were left to a commission of 
which a majority of doctors were 
to say what medicines shall or shall 
not be sold. The people of Georgia 
are not yet ready to vest such ex- 
treme and arbitrary power to any 
three men. 

“People Interested.” 

“This is a much bigger question 
even than the protection of the 
legitimate drug trade, though legis- 
lation of this character would spell 
ruin for the great majority of drug- 
‘gists. The people as a whole are 
vitally interested.

ith the doctors, and as a matter 

fact the better class of phy- 
sicians are not bothering them- 
selves with these petty legislative 
assaults. But the druggists do pro- 
pose to stand strongly for the pro- 
tdction and conservation of their 
legitimate business against fanat- 
ical attacks and unfair legislation.”

HOME SERVICE SCHOOL 
OPEN ON WEDNESDAY 


The home service institute, con- 
ducted by the department of civil- 
ian relief of the Red Cross in affil- 
iation with the Emory university, 
will be opened on June 25, the first 
day being spent in registration and 
at the same time affording an op- 
portunity for the students to become 
acquainted with their surroundings 
and to meet the instructors and 
Officials of the institute. 

The first lecture on the field of 
home service will be given on June 
26 by Miss Ada Woolfolk. This 
and all subsequent lectures will be 
held in Room L. No, 1, Lamar build- 
ing, Emory university. 

The first of the series of sub- 
jects will be one on “The Methods 
of Case Work,”. by Miss Helen Cin- 
namond, director of the bureau of 
training of the department of civ- 
ilian relief and supervisor af the 
institutte. 

The work of the institute has 
been most carefully planned. Various 
topics of study have been divided 
into a series of sections, each con- 
sisting of a number of lectures 
delivered by experts in the lines 
indicated. The subjects to be cov- 
ered are: 

Child welfare section,- by Miss 
Ada Woolfolk, assistant director 
of the department of civilian re- 
lief; section on health, by Miss Jane 
Van de Vrede, director of the de- 
partment of nursing; section on 
home economics, conducted by Miss 
Mary Thurston, recently returned 
form overseas work for the Red 
Cross and a trained student of the 
subject covered by her. 

Other Sections, 

“The growth of the Social Con- 
science” will be handled by Alex- 
ander Johnson; Miss Mary A. Abel 
will conduct a section on “After 
Care of the Returned Soldier,” and 
Boyce M. Edens will cover the sub- 
ject of insurance, the three last 
named being associated in an exec- 
utive capacity with the department 
of civilian relief of the southern 
division of the Red Cross. 

Individual lectures to be given to 
the students will be delivered by 
R. L. Parkinson, manager of the 
southern division; J. C. Logan, di- 
rector of the department of civilian 
relief; Joseph L. McMillen, director 
of junior membership of the division 
and Miss Rhoda Kaufman, of the 
Atlanta Associated Charities. 


The bureau of training of the de- 
partment of civilian relief of the 
southern division of the Red Cross 
is to give, in addition to the home 
service institutes now being held 
at Emory university and at the 
South ,Georgia Normal and Indus- 
trial college at Valdosta, a course 
designed especially for young wom- 
en who are recent graduates from 


college and who may be found to 
be interested in taking an instruc- 
tive and practical course in socia) 
work. 

The method which is being pur- 
sued in recruiting students for the 
classes has been to secure from 
college officials the names of such 
young women as may be suited 
to the work as well as interested 
in it. From these lists selections 
are being made with regard to the 
educational fitness of the applicant 
as determined by the class standings 
shown at the college from which her 
diploma is issued. 

Experts to Teach. 

The course which will be carefully 
conducted by experts, is designed 
to prepare workers for home ser- 
vice or other social work either with 
the associated charities or in fields 
similar to it. Only nine students 
are to be enrolled in the class 
which will be opened during July. 

The same topics of study offered 
to institute students will be given 
to the college graduates, and upon 
satisfactory completion of the course 
students will be given an oppor- 
tunity of making their selections 
as to the field which they desire 
to enter in their profession as so0- 
cial workefs.

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FOUND IN GEORGIA 


That north Georgia is rapidly 
forging to the front as a producer 
of asbestos was evidenced Saturday 
when the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce received a letter from G. W. 
Darnell, Sr., of Rabun, Ga., stating 
that he was sending samples of 
asbestos and talc to be analyzed. 

According to the state geologist, 
Dr. S. W. McCallie, this is not the 
first time asbestos has been re- 
ported in the northern section of 
the state, and he cited Soal moun- 
tain in White county as an exami- 
Ple. Asbestos has been mined 
profitably in that place for some 
time, and the deposits are large. At 
Holleywood, near Tallulah Falls, as- 
bestos is being mined. It is of 
ayerage quality, and situated on a 
railroad good transportation is 
available. 

Dr. McCallie is of the opinion that 
with the development of railroad 
facilities in north Georgia the min- 
eral trade of the state should be 
greatly increased. In a recent as- 
bestos report, prepared by the state 
geologist, the industry is covered in 


full, and all of the deposits mapped 
out and accurately described. 

The quality of asbestos found in 
Georgia is not as high as that found 
in Canada. The mineral found in 


ranges in value from $16 to $18 per 
ton. The Georgia asbestos is not 
capable of producing qualities be- 
yond the ordinary, but may. be used 
for preventing the escape of heat 
from pipes and for other minor pur- 
poses. 

A very recent mineral discovery 
in the southeast section of Georgia 
has been reported to the state geol- 
ogist’s office. Prospectors around 
Okefenokee swamp have found 
“sap brown dye” in large quantities. 
This mineral is of organic origin, 
and is used chiefly in the manufac- 
ture of stains for paper. This prod- 
uct was uncovered in Charlton

county, but small quantities have 


been found in Ware county, on the 
Trans- 


border of the great swamp. 
portation there is excellent, and the 
product is being profitably handled. 
This is the first discovery of sap 
brown dye in Georgia. 
While at Sapelo island in connec- 
tion with duties of his office some 
time ago, Dr. McCallie examined the 
sands on the beach, and analysis 
disclosed the existence of two min- 
erals in large deposits—zine rutile 
and monozite. Zinc rutile is used 
extensively in the production of a 
certain grade of steel, and mono- 
zite is a composite used in the man- 
ufacture of Welsback gas burners.

Anniversary of McGovern-Dixon 
Bout in 1900, 

Terry McGovern defeated George 
Dixon in six rounds in Chicago just 
19 years ago today. In this con- 
test “Terrible Terry” demonstrated 
for a second time that he was the 
master of the little “Chocolate 
Drop” who had so long ruled the 
featherweight roost. It was earlier 
in the same year that McGovern 
took the championship from Dixon, 
tossed the sponge into the ring to 
save his black boy from being com- 
pletely demolished by the slashing 
Brooklynite. Although rivais and 
one an Irishman and the other a 
negro, McGovern and Dixon = were 
very friendly, both in and out of 
the ring. When Terry had whipped 
Dixon he was the first to gras) 
the hand of the defeated champion 
and praise him for his gameness. 
“TI hope I didn’t hurt you much,” 
snid Terry, and Dixon stoutly in- 
sisted that he hadn’t, although the 
colored boy had been badly buf- 
feted. McGovern had a great ad- 
miration for Dixon and always de- 
clared that he owed his success to 
studying George’s style. Terry al- 
ways stuck up for Dixon as one 
of the greatest fighters that ever 
lived, and rdmitted that he couldn't 
have licked the negro when he was 
at his best. This bit of chivalry 
is one of many examples that dis- 
prove the claim that boxing arouses 
brutal instincts. 


Opponents of the noble art of 
gloving assert that all boxers lose 
their heads and cherish bitter ri- 
valry towards their opponents. 

The majority of the front rank 
boxers make it a business, into 
which personal feelings seldom en- 
ter, and there is no animus between 
the men.

Many of the most important fights 
in America have been conducted in 
the very best spirit; the one feel- 
ing being to abide by the rules and 
let the best man woin. Often during 
the progress of big encounters, 
friendly remarks pass between the 
contestants. In the battle between 
Jim Jeffries and Bob Fitzsimmons 
for the world’s championship, there 
were frequent displays of good na- 
ture. 

Admirable Spirit. 

When the men shook hands Jef- 
fries said: 

“Bob, I'm going to win! But I 
know I'll have a hard time!” 

“If you win, old man,” was Fitz’s 
reply, “you are entitled to all the 
glory the public will shower upon 
you.” , 

When Fitzsimmons was floored in 
the second round, he remarked, as 
he staggered to his feet, “Jeff, that 
was a beauty.” 

It was in the Corbett-Jeffries go 
that the crowd begun to laugh at 
Jeffries because of his inability to 
reach the pompadour boxer. Jef- 
fries looked chagrined and discour- 
aged, but said: “I can’t get you 
now, Jim, but maybe Ill have bet- 
ter luck later.” 

“If you do, I'll know,” answered 
Corbett, as he jabbed Jeff four 
times like lightning without a re- 
turn.

“An hour or so later a traveling 
man on the train—th«v were all 
talking about the  scrap—made 
some crack about laying 5 to 1 on 
Sullivan and having $1,000 on his 
person. 

“Two minutes later the brake- 
man approached him with $100 
(where he had scraped it up I don’t 
know), and laid it against $500. 

“We finally reached Detroit, 
where I was going to spend a day 
or so with an architect friend of 
mine. I went out to his home with 
him for lunch and met his wife and 
two daughters—beautifu] girls they 
were. 

“No sooner had we seated our- 
selves at the table than my host 
asked me what I thought of the 
fight. His wife and girls were also 
greatly interested, much to -my 
amazement. 

“We spent the afternoon driving 
around Belle Isle and other spots, 
and most of the conversation was 
about the coming battle. And there 
I had left Chicago to escape all 
thoughts of the affair. 

When I reached Hudson, a 
French-Canadian drove me out to 
his farm, and all the way he talked 
fight, fight, fight.

“The village itself ta.ked Sulli- 
van and Corbett all the t'me up to 
the battle. They had made arrange- 
ments to get a flash on the result 
by telegraph. One of my friends, 
who had gone to some trouble fix- 
ing up for the “flash,” had it framed 
that no matter who won he would 
announce that Sullivan was the 
victor. 

“When the news flashed that 
Corbett had won he was thunder- 
struck for a moment. Then he 
Sravely announced that Sullivan 
was victor.

His 
throw is shorter and more natural 
than any of the otheis, for the rea- 
son that the center fielder is out, 
of position on the great number of 
fly balls, because of his deeper play- 
ing position and the fact that he 
catches balls moving either to right 
or left. The left fielder, on the 
majority of catches, has the play 
in front of him all the time. There- 
fore, quick starting should be prac-~- 
ticed. The fielder should plant his 
feet firmly, be certain his spikes 
are clear and gripping the turf 
firmly, ready for a quick start in 
any direction. If he can reach the 
spot, set himself and brace for a 
quick, long throw, he gains both in 
speed and accuracy.

Left Field Requisites. 


Speed, a quick eye, a strong arm | 


and hands strong enough to hold 


any ball that the fielder can reach | 


are ’the requisites of all outfielders 
In addition to this, it is desirable 
that fielders be keen of sight and 
possess practically as much knowl- 
edge of the peculiarities of the bat- 
ters of opposing teams as do the 
pitcher and catcher. 

The left fielder is In some re- 
spects the most important of the 
outfielder. He does not get as many 
chances to make plays as does the 
center fielder, but his work, and 
that of the right fielder, is more 
difficult because of the nature: of 
hard hit balls which curve when 
either pulled or sliced. 

The position of the left fielder 
depends largely upon the character 
of the field upon which he plays. 
Also he must adapt himself to fit 
his own points of strength and 
weakness. His range forward and 
back is greater than that of any 
other outfielder, although his field 
is not as shifting to right or left 
as is that of the center fielder. 

If a fielder, having perfected him- 
self in catching fly balls, discovers 
that he can come forward and make 
catches more easily than he can 
turn and go backward, he should 
play deep and take few risks of 
balis getting over his head. But 
at the same time he must remem- 
ber that twice as many games are 
lost by allowing short flies to fall 
in front of the fielder than are 
lost on drives over their heads. 

The work of the left fielder, of 
course, depends largely upon the 
strength or the weakness of his as- 
sociate {in center. The first thing 
to do is to establish a complete un- 
derstanding with the center fielder 
and shortstop as to which shall take 
certain kinds of fly balls. If the 
center fielder ts fast and can catch 
balls to his right, the left fielder 
can gain that many more steps to- 
ward the foul line. Guarding the 
left foul line is one of the most 
valuable bits of defensive work.

During a sermon Sunday evening, 
Dr. John W. Ham, pastor of the 


Baptist Tabernacle, launched an at- 
tack against the movement to 
establish what he termed a conti- 
nental Sunday in Atlanta.

It seems everything 
that is un-American is being sad- 
dled upon the shoulders of the la- 
boring man. Samuel Gompers en- 
deavored to make the laboring men 
of America responsible for the ac- 
tivities of the brewers in repealing 
the war-time prohibition act. The 
native-born American laboring man 
does not want alcohol in any form. 
It is the foreign population that is 
demanding that we remain wet. 
Labor in the south resented this 
effort to put upon its shoulders the 
responsibility. 

“Here in Atlanta they are trying 
to tear down respect for divine 
laws and state laws and put on 
everything iniquitous that you 
would find in a European capital, 
and the flimsy excuse is that the 
laboring people need such diversion. 
I tell you frankly that the whole 
movement originates around giving 
two secretaries a job and declaring

CARRANZA’SSON-IN-LAW 
TO MEET THE OIL MEN 


Washington, June 22.—Relations 
between Mexico and the United 
States are expected by officials here 
to be greatly improved by confer- 
ences to be held in New York this 
week between General Candido 
Aguilar, son-in-law of President 
Carranza and minister of foreign af- 
fairs in Carranza's cabinet, and rep- 
resentatives of the oil companies 
operating in Mexico. 

General Aguilar, according to of- 
ficial information, is empowered by 
President Carranza to make any 
agreement necessary to effect A 
settlement of the "troublesome oil 
question. As a result or conferences 
between General Aguilar and offi- 
cials of the state department last 
week General Aguilar is considered 
as having obtained a better view of | 
the reasons behind the stand taken 
by the American government in its 
insistence on protection of American 
interests. 

Before leaving Washington last 
Friday, it was learned today, Gen- 
eral Aguilar wrote a long and ex- 
haustive report to President Car- 
ranza dealing with the American 
government's attitude on the oil 
question. It is not known whether 
he made any recommendations in 
this report, but it is believed in 
official circles that the outlook is 
brighter today than it has been 
since February 19, 1918. when Pres- 
ident Carranza issued hhis first de- 
cree aimed at the oil companies.
